must free themselves 


from Chinese rule," "laner and Guter wongolia must unite,” and “songolia 


helongs to the songols." 


Zo In April 1949, wPR activity was most marked in Ulanchab Leagues, and was 


said to be under the direction of General Dortog+*, 


In addition to the 


propaganda work, the iiPR government had given money and relief goods to 
the poverty-stricken people in Ulanchab League, as an additional means of 
Winning their allegiance. Activity in Silingol and Chahar Leagues had 


sonewhet abated. 


S. The individuals sent from the uPR into lnaer Longolia for subvarsive 
activities represent all classes of society. Duaghurjap, of the Internal 
Defense Yepartment of the APR, who was in Inner iongolia in 1945, was 
reported to be responsible for their organization, training, and 
distribution, The usual excuse for their presence in Inner uongolia was 
that they were looking for horses or cattle which they believed hed 
strayed into Inner liongolia, For purposes of' liaison, a number of bases 
along the i:PR border had been designated ag their mesting places, Tha 


Chinese Conmunist government has not interfered with 


their activity; in 


flagrant cases, where action was necessary, the apprehended person has 


been returned to the KPR. Under special conditions, 


and with the approval 


of the Chinese Communists, agents of the i.PR government have heen allowed 
_to participate in the activities of the Inner siongolian Autonemous 
Government. Buhehata***, former Councilor of the Ujumuchin Right Banner
